WASHINGTON, Feb. 16.—(UP)— 
The house of representatives pasted 
the Bacharach World War veterans’ 
loan bill today in an exciting and 
momentous hour of discussion. The 
bill now goes to the senate, where an 
extra-session threat is held by Sen- 
ator James Couzens, republican, Mich- 
igan, as a club to force passage before 
the end of this week. 

Secretary of Treasury Andrew W. 


Mellon, foremost opponent of the 
measure, will appear before the sen- 
ate finance committee Wednesday 
when that body commences hearings 
on the bill. Senator James Watson,

President Hoover, Couzens said an ef- 
fort would be made to hold up pend-

Couzens expects the committee to 
bring the bill before the senate Wed- 
nesday afternoon. 

The bill, estimated to cost from 
$375,000,000 up to $1,720,000,000 
was passed by far more than the neces- 
sary two-thirds majority under sus- 
pension of the rules. The yote was 
363 to 39. The 39 opponents were 
all republicans. A bare two-thirds of 
the largest house attendance of the 
session would have been 268, leaving 
a margin of 95 over two-thirds. Thus 
assures that the house easily would 
override a veto. 

First Break. 

The action marks the first definite 
break between the Hoover adminis- 
tration and two of its strongest house 
leaders, Speaker Nicholas Longworth 
and Representative Issac Bacharach, 
republican, New Jersey. Bacharach, 
a powerful member of the ways and 
means committee, joined with demo- 
crats and forced the bill out over the 
protests of Chairman Willis C. Haw- 
ley. Its passage today was made pos- 
sible by the action of Longworth in 
waving the strict rules of the house 
and recognizing Bacharach to bring 
up his bill.

4-YEAR SENTENG

Judges Turn Down Form- 
er Councilman’s Last- 
Minute Plea for Further 
Delay of Two Weeks. 


Harry York, ex-councilman from 


the sixth ward, late Monday after- 
noon arrived at the River convict 
camp to begin serving four sentences 
of 12 months each imposed -in Fulton 
superior court for bribery. 

A last-minute effort by counsel for 
York to delay the entrance to the 
chain gang for two weeks longer met 
with failure when Judge John D. 
Humphries and Judge Edgar E. Pome- 
roy, who passed the sentences, re- 
fused to extend the time. Walter A. 
Sims, attorney for York, said that 
his client should be given the addi- 
tional two weeks in view of his physi- 
cal condition. 

York arrived at the River camp 
from the convict clearing house at the 
Bellwood camp headquarters in time 
for supper of fresh spareribs, biscuit, 
cornbread, rice and bacon. He was 
dressed in the regulation striped pants, 
but wore a colored shirt. River camp 
convicts, composed for the most part 
of ill and disabled men, are allowed 
to wear their own shirts, though they 
must wear convict coats and pants, it 
was said.

SOUGHT TO HANDLE 
REAPPORTIONMENT

Governor-Elect’s Spokes- 
men Urge Call for Meet- 
ing To Follow Regular 
Meeting in June.

Three separate sessions this year of 
the general assembly of Georgia ap- 
peared highly probable Monday as 
recognized spokesmen for the incom- 
ing administration appealed to Gov- 
ernor-elect Richard B. Russell, Jr., 
to agree to call an extraordinary ses- 
sion beginning immediately after the 
regular session, which meets late in 
June, is adjourned. 

The reorganization of state depart- 
ments, the governor-elect’s advisers 
said, makes it important that this 
measure, which probably will be start- 
ed at this special session with the 
appointment of a committee to ex- 
amine the functions of the depart- 
ments, be disposed of before reappor- 
tionment legislation is launched. 

While one group of advisers close to 
the incoming governor were confident 
that this advice would be followed, an- 
other coterie of his friends maintained 
that an extra session, under any cir- 
cumstances, would be unfortunate for 
the new administration and predicted 
that it would not be called. 

Huge Task Faced. 

Both groups, however, admitted that 

‘Wie reguld¥ session,.which necessarily 
will inherit several of the -problems 
now confronting the lawmakers at the 
capitol, will face an almost impossible 
task of disposing of the regular ap- 
propriation and revenue bills, the mass 
of local legislation, the reorganiza- 
tion bill, ths possible submission of 
new constitutional amendments and 
reapportionment, 
_ From the chairman of one of the 
important committees of the house 
who is a political friend of the gov- 
ernor-elect, The Constitution Monday 
night obtained the following explana- 
tion of the situation: 

“I am convinced in my own mind 
that it is going to be necessary to 
eliminate considerationof congression- 
al reapportionment from the regular 
session and it appears conclusive to 
me that the only hope for handling re- 
apportionment and state departmental 
reorganization will be to keep the re- 
annortionmen’ matter out of the regu- 
Jar session.

Alfonso’s Daring Political 
Gesture Seen as Wisest 
“Possible Move To Save

MADRID, Feb. 16.—(4)—King Al- 
fonso today made the’ daring political 
gesture in an hour of crisis of in- 
viting the enemies of his regime to 
help govern Spain and thereby, in the 
opinion of most ‘political observers, 
saved the monarchy from the most 
menacing situation of recent history.

Obsolete, vague, contradictory, afd 
therefore virtually unenforceable traf- 
fic regulations prevail in Atlanta and 
it is no wonder if our accident tolls 
are high, according to Walter 
Spratt, of Tampa,’ Fla., traffic ex- 
pert and anember ‘of the National 
Safety Council, who is here’ for a 
brief visit. 

Hopelessly shorthanded, the; traffic 
police are hampered further by the 
vagueness and elasticity af city ordi- 
nances, and by the indistinctness of 
street markets; stop signs, caution 
signals and traffic lights, r latter 
suspended so far above the @freet that 
they are out of the average driver's 
line of vision, Mr. Spratt declared. 

The logieal remedy for the present 
disorder, he pointed out, 
for the city to retain the services of 
a traffic technician who by chart- 
ing the entire metropolitan area and 
checking the flow of traffic in va- 
rious sectors could apply scientific, 
hi Peapod relief measures, each of 
which would be adapted to the pe- 
culiar problems’ of the sector where 
applied, 

Mr. Spratt singled out the down- 
town intersection of Peachtree, West 
Peachtree, and Baker. street, as the 
most glaring exampl@ of vagueness 
in traffic signals and markings. 

As an example of how difficulties 
may be ironed out, Mr. Spratt exhib- 
ited a diagram of the troublesome in- 
tersection on which, by routing out- 
bound traffic over Peachtree at this 
point, and inbound traffie over West 
Peachtree, and prehibiting turns out 
of Baker. he gets an almost contin- 
uous flow in and out of the city. 
Baker street traffic, which is com- 
paratively negligible, should be given 
about 10 seconds to cross, Mr. Pratt 
says, and the narrow street connect- 
ing West Peachtree and Peachtree 
just below the intersection should be 
used as a one-way lane by which in- 
bound: Peachtree traffic could swing 
into West Peachtree and so onward 
into the city.

Borough Can’t Accept It. 


Atlanta borough council Monday 
afternoon passed a resolution ordering 
water department officials not to cut 
off the water of any user who offers 
the net amount of the bill rendered 
within the time limit of the discount. 

Although the measure prevents the 
department from shutting off the wa- 
ter service, it fails to authorize ac- 
ceptance of the net amount of the 
bill, and inasmuch as there already 
exists an ordinance requiring payment 
of the gross water bills, the net fig- 
ure cannot be accepted. 

Thus the tangle into which the wa- 
ter department was injected severr] 
weeks ago, when council abolished the 
discounts, andthe courts held such a 
procedure illegal, became even more 
complicated. 

All a water consumer has to do, if 
Mayor James L. Key approves the pa- 
per which council passed Monday aft- 
ernoon, is to tender the net amount, 
and when it is refused, ask that water 
service be continued. The department, 
under the resolution, must continue it. 

Councilman John A. White, of the 
fourth ward, and advocate of the first 
rescission measure, which would have 
repealed the measure passed several 
weeks ago eliminating the water dis- 
counts, Monday night hailed action of 
council as a virtual repeal measure 
and advised Atlantans not to pay more

I took advantage of the opportunity 
while on the British front to visit 
the Nordaques ‘area to inspect the 
advance elements of the seventy-sev- 
enth division; one of the’ divisions 
selected for training with the British. 
We took luncheon with Brigadier Gen- 
eral Evan M. Johnson, then tempo- 
rarily in command, and his staff offi- 
cers. He praised the soldierly quali- 
ties of the men, but said they were 
very much behind in their training. 

This division had suffered severely 
from the practice followed by the 
war department of taking men who 
had been under training for some 
time and sending them elsewhere for 
special purposes, a total of 30,000 
men having been thus selected from 
time to time and their places filled 
with recruits. Therefore, the infan- 
try and machine gun units of the 
division, about 17,000 men, that re- 
ported in France, were composed 
largely of untrained or partially 
trained troops.

In the next stage the American regi- 
ments, with their three battalions 
united under tle regimental command- 
er, were to act as a brigade in a 
British division. The final stage woud 
find the four American regiments of 
each division united as such under 
its own officers, the artillery being 


artillery brigade. ' 
In earrying out this scheme the 


tendency at first was for British offi- 
cers actually to assume command of 
our units in training. Our officers in 
most cases permitted this to be done 
until it was checked by py orders that 
“American units must commanded 
in training by the officers and non- 
commissioned officers who are to com- 
mand them in battle,” and that Amcr- 
ican troops would in all cases be com- 
manded in battle only by’ Americans. 

The program probably, expedited 
preparation, but questions of food, 
transport and methods arose which 
demonstrated that any. attempt at per- 
manent amalgamation would _have 
surely led to friction and inefficiency. 
Because they were needed elsewhere 
none of the division sent to train 
with the British remained long enough 
to carry out the prescribed course, cx- 
copt the Twenty-seventh and Thirtieth. 

Following a suggestion by Lord 
Milner I went to London April 22, 
1918, to consider further the ship- 
ment of American troops. At our first 
conference there were present Lord 
Milner and General Sir Henry Wilson, 
who had succeeded General Robertson 
as the chief of the general staff, Har- 
bord and myself, The main point of 
difference that had developed in pre- 
vious conference as to just how far 
the Americans should be committed 
to serve in active operations was 
again considered. 

I stated that the main thing was to 
get our units trained, and that while 
I was opposed to amalgamation, yet 
if during the period of instruction the 


should be attacked or if another great 
emergency should arise, of course our 
men would go in. Naturally the Brit- 
ish wanted unlimited infantry and 
machine gun units, but I would .con- 
sider nothing further than a limited 
extension of the six-division plan. 

During the conference, a cable from 
Lord Reading to the prime munister 
was brought forth which stated that 
the president had agreed to the amal- 
gamation of Americans with the Brit- 
ish. I had nothing official at hand 
later than the president’s conditional 
approval of joint note No. 18 of the 
supreme war council as suggested ‘y 
Secretary Baker, so I promptly said 
that it could not be possible that any 
such concession had been made and 
that the classes of our troops to be 
shipped over and their disposition 
must be left to me. | 

Of course, we knew that the Brit- 
ish were pressing this point by con- 
stant appeals to the president, and 
that they were insisting that he should

organizations should then follow, it 
being understood thatthe artillery 
regiments would train with the French

It is probable that Lord Reading, 
skilled advocate that he was, did more 
while ambassador at Washinston to 
influence the administration to grant 
Allied requests than any other indi- 
vidual. : 

The secretary of war upon his re- 
turn caused the administration's posi- 
tion to be somewhat more clearly de- 
fined and modified, but the statement 
still left much to be desired in the 
way of a positive declaration of our 
purpose to have our own army. It 
left a.very definite notion. in’ the 
minds of the Allies that the adminis- 
tration at Washington was favorable 
to amalgamation, and that the main 
obstacle to be overcome was the mili- 
tary head of American ‘forces in 
France.* This is doubtless the reason 
why all the AHied verbal “‘heavy ar- 
tillery’ was often turned in my direc- 
tion. 

The agreement made in London, as 
actually drawn, while insuring the 
shipment of Jargely increased numbers 
of troops, did not commit us to send- 
ing infantry and machine gun units 
exclusively beyond June 1. The con- 
cession we made for May was a radi- 
cal departure from the sane policy of 
bringing over balanced forces in com- 
plete organizations, but the clamor 
was so great and the danger of ca- 
lamity seemed so imminent that the 
temporary departure from that policy 
was thought to be warranted as a 
means of helping the Allies. 

The question of applying conscrip- 
tion to Ireland was then under con- 
sideration of the British, and it 
seemed probable, according to views 
expressed more or less guardedly, that 
British troops would be required to 
enforce it. Inasmuch as such a meas- 
ure might possibly have affected the 
attitude of American troops of Irish

THE BONUS LOAN BILL. 
Congress seems determined to 
‘enact the bill to increase the loan 
privilege on World War veterans’ 
bonus certificates up to 50 per cent 
of their face value. That face value 
is around $3,500,000,000 and the 
act will open a treasury credit of 
$1,750,000,000 to the holders of 
those claims. 

There has not appeared at any 
time or from any source objections 
to increasing reasonably the loan 
privileges of those certificates in 
the case of any veteran absolutely 
in need of financial relief. To that 
extent the proposed loan bill may 
be well justified. 


The congress and the president 
will be responsible for the terms 
and effects of the legislation and 
the country will assume that in 
enacting the measure they are giving 
due and careful regard.to the future 
interests of both the véterans and 
the taxpayers of the nation. 


If the effects of the act are happy 
for a great contingent of the veter- 
ans without unhappy results to the 
government and the people’s treas- 
ury, then everybody ought to be 
happy. But there will be a pinch 
in the situation that the act will 
provoke, and that is. which party 
will win the “soldier vote” in return 
for the legislation? The act is clear- 
ly more a political than a humani- 
tarian stunt by the members of 
congress. It will serve them right 
and serve the country well if the 
“soldier vote’ does not gravitate 
Strongly to either party, and the 
politicians will have played them- 
selves into a dog-fall. If we under- 
Stand soldier psychology that is- 
about what will happen.

Proper Principles of Limitation. 

It is, of course, necessary in the 
organization of a representative form 
of vernment to fix ‘limits to the 
use of power, for power unrestrained 
is destructive—much as floods, tor- 
nadoes and prairie fires are destruc- 
tive. 

The people are the source of gov- 
ernmental power. They delegate the 
use of it to: representatives regularly 
chosen at short intervals, who are 
charged to employ it for the protec- 
tion and general welfare of the people 
in all matters of common interest. 

The representatives who are elected 
to conduct the government are the 
servants and not the masters of the 
people, their lives, property and pur- 
suits- of happiness, ‘ 

But the people should not. harm 
their own interests by withholding 
from government that freedom of ac- 
tion necessary to prompt provisions 
for the people's jrelfare.

What a Constitution Should Be. 

One of the most inclusive and lucid 
definitions of what a_state constitu- 
tion ought to,be that I have encoun- 
tered was given by Judge Deady, 
known in his day as the “Father of 
the Oregon Constitution”’—a docu- 
ment which continued for 50 years 
without the need of an amendment. 
He said: ° 

“A constitution properly -should 
contain but few specifications; among 
a free people, who have earned their 
freedom, a people who are able to 
maintain and are worthy of liberty, 
the fewer the better. A designation 
of the departments of the government, 
a bill of rights, a recognition of 
Magna Charta, the petition of right, 
trial by jury, habeas corpus, a speci- 
fication of the duties of the depart- 
ments, a few checks; this should suf- 
fice. Every step beyond this is an 
encroachment upon the rights of the 
people, is an arraignment of the peo- 
ple themselves, is a questioning | of 
their right, or. at least, their ca- 
pacity for self-government. They

The Right Sort of Convention. 


A convention of 60 selected men, 
elected on tickets of five delegates 
from each of the present 12 congres- 
sional districts. That would give as 
approximate a proportional represen- 
tation as is now possible under the 
present organization of the state. 

The constitution requires the fol- 
lowing : 

“No convention of the people shall 
be called by thé general assembly to 
revise, amend, or change this con- 
stitution, unless by the concurrence 
of two-thirds of all the members of 
each house of the general assembly. 
The representation in said convention 
shall be based on population as near 
as practicable.” 

That is all the constitution says 
upon the subject. It is plain and 
explicit. Any convention to be con- 
stitutional must be called by the gen- 
eral. assembly, .and not by a feferen- 
dum which is unauthorized and must 
be proportional, | re

Adopt the Constitution Outright. 


When the convention shall have 
made a plain, practical constitution, 
empowering the people to do and get 
what they want from time to time 
throngh their legislature and prohibit- 
ing. that legislature from considering 
local and special bills of any sort, 
it should then ordain the new consti- 
tution in effect without further ado. 

The supreme court of the United 
States has decreed that a constitu- 
tional convention “is the people in 
action.” ) 

In the cases of Delaware and Mis- 
sissippi the supreme court upheld the 
right of the conventions to put the 
constitutions they had framed into 
immediate operation without submit- 
ting it to popular vote. 

That is exactly what is needed in 
Georgia and would put a snuffer on 


wrangling and demagogic’‘ politicians 
who live on agitations.

Parents are beset on the one hand 
by the tin doctors—school © nurse, 
over-officious teachers, social service 
agents—who decide from the child's 
dull’ look, listlessness or mouth 


} breathing that’ the child's adenoids 


should be removed; and on the other 
hand by the plausible appeals’ of apos- 


tles of “natural” hepling methods who 
denounce as a grievous error the re- 
moval of diseased tonsils but seldom 
wax oratorical about the removal of 
diseased teeth, althotigh even we orth- 
odocs know that diet, sunshine and 
other “‘drugless” measures will pre- 
vent and sometimes heal cavities and 
infection of the teeth. I reckon the 
layman is not so easy to jolly along 
with a bad tooth in his jowl. 

It was one of the many disillusion- 
ments of actual practice, for me, to 
finé that the familiar old textbook 
picture of the “adenoid facies” was 
so misleading. Most kids who really 
had large adénoids failed to look the 
part; and after the first few years of 
mistakes I learned to regard any such 
expression with suspicion, for as a 
rule the patient had no adenoids when 
it came to the actual examination. 
Still I gather from the letters of read- 
ers that some of the tin doctors are 
still sentencing youngsters to the 
operating room on the face of it.. In 
some badly governed ‘towns the school 
board or even the health board spon- 
sors and actually employs nurses who 
are encouraged to examine the throats 
of the poor children (on the principle 
that the poor have no pride) and to 
advise such treatment as the little tin 
doctor deems necessary. I warn par- 
ents to beware of this racket and es- 
pecially to beware of the wholesale 
clinics where children are rounded up 
for tonsils and adenoid operations 
largely on the say-so of tin doctors. 
If your own family doctor advises the 
removal. of tonsils or adenoids, by all 
means follow his advice—or change 
doctors. But when any school or 
shop or factory or insurance firm’s 
nurse attempts to perpetrate tin doe- 
toring the wise parent will decline to 
have any. I speak only the truth and 
no honest or well informed physician 
will deny it, when I say that thou- 
sands of children have been subjected 
to such adenoid and tonsil operations 
for no good reason at all, but just be- 
cause some doctor has thought it nec- 
essary. Indeed I have seen the whole- 
sale operators in such clinics turn 
from one operation to the next, the 
luckless victim being wheeled in Al- 
ready under anesthesia, and the oper- 
ator learning from the nurse who 
herded the youngsters in, that the 
next is “another tonsil and adenoid. 
Doctor.” A sad state of medical af- 
fairs, but that’s the way the clinic 
game and the tin doctor business 
works. 

In childhood the tonsils and ade- 
noid body are normally large. To the 
amateur the tonsils of a healthy 
youngster look “enlarged.” What if 
tonsils and adenoids are large? No 
harm in that, and no menace to the 
child’s health. It is only when these 
&tructures are so large as to cause ob- 
struction symptoms that any treat- 
ment is advisable. Mouth breathing 
may be, but usually is not one of the 
obstruction symptoms. Adenoids and 
enlarged tonsils are less frequently 
the cause of mouth breathing than 
are habit, faulty development of the 
teeth and jaws and face, and simple 
chronic rhinitis.

Working on the general tax act 
at the morsing session, and on the 
cigar and ¢.raret revenue law at an 
afternoon sesmion of the ways and 
means committee, the house Monday 
got under way with an attempt to 
clarify.
